_New guidelines raise confirmation age to 15 or 16 


Two years of ‘personal readiness and 
adequate catechesis’are now required .

DEL CERRO = It is recorded in the 
Acts of the. Apostles that ‘‘after Samaria had 
heard the word of God’’ and been 
baptized, the apostles in Jerusalem sent 
Peter and John to them. The two prayed 
over, the new Christians and then ‘‘they 
laid their hands on them and they 
received the Holy Spirit.’” (Acts 8:14-17) 

The witness of Scripture to the 
sacrament of confirmation is clear, as is 
the constant tradition of the Church. But 
after 19 centuries, Msgr. Sean Murray 
noted recently, confirmation is still a 
“‘sacrament in search of a theology.”’ 


MSGR. MURRAY, pastor of St. 
Therese Church, has been chairman for 
the past three years of a special committee 
of the Priests’ Council charged with 
recommending a revised diocesan policy 
on confirmation to Bishop Leo T. Maher. 


As. adopted last month by the full 
Priests’ Council and approved by Bishop 
Maher, the diocese will implement a 
uniform policy on confirmation, 
beginning with the 1984-85 school year. 
Msgr. Murray’s committee report runs 
well over 20 pages, but its key provisions

SPANISH-SPEAKING Catholics 
sing so much, one priest theorized, 
because ‘‘Latin people have very good 
voices.’’ But that debatable advantage is 
only one possible reason Hispanic 
Catholics outsing their English-speaking 
counterparts. With the use of the 
vernacular and music rooted in a people’s 
culture, Hispanics were able to reach 
back through the centuries for religious 
songs from Spain, Portugal, Mexico and 
South America.

THE CHALLENGE is to “‘try to sing 
songs that people can easily sing or that 
they know,’’ Father Navarra said. 
“‘There are songs that are so old and 
popular and traditional that people know 
them by heart.’’

Charles «include Bendito, Bendito, Viva 
Cristo Rey and Pescador de Hombres.

~ has always been a poorly understood one 


at best, notes Msgr. Murray. Catholics of 
the Eastern Rites administer 
confirmation and first Holy Communion 
to infants at the time of baptism, as do th 

Orthodox; in some cultures, as in 
Mexico, confirmation accompanies 


baptism, as it did in the early Church. 


But while the Church, from the time of 
the apostles until the present, has 
administered the sacrament, the popular 
perception of what is being done has been 
at least a little clouded. The magisterium 
of the Church, in documents as early as 
the 12th century, speaks of the true 
sacramental character of confirmation, 
but on a pastoral level questions about the 
proper age of reception are many. 

The policy recommended by the 
Priests’ Council to Bishop Maher 
addresses this question of age directly. In

Supreme Court extends 
‘immoral’ abortion ruling 


WASHINGTON (NC) — The 
chairman and the director of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops’ 
Committee on Pro-Life Activities have 
denounced the Supreme Court’s decision 
overturning abortion restrictions as an 


extension ‘of the court’s earlier 
‘“‘immoral’’ decision and ‘‘very 
disappointing.”’ 


They also said the ruling emphasizes 
the need for a constitutional amendment 
against abortion. 


““THE SUPREME Court’s 1973 
abortion decisions were erroneous and 
immoral. Today’s rulings represent 
further extension of this tragic error,”’

BLUNTLY — In a nationally televised 
speech, Pope John Paul II bluntly told Polish 
leaders June 17 that the social reforms of 1980, 
now suppressed by martial law, must be put 
into effect before peace will be restored to the 
country. The reforms were gained in the 
August 1980 Gdansk shipyard strikes by the 
now-outlawed independent labor union, 
Solidarity. Most of the agreements were 
revoked when martial law was declared in 
December 1981 and have not been reinstated, 
despite a partial lifting of martial law earlier 
this year. 

‘DISAPPOINTED’ — President Reagan 
called on Congress to take steps to curtail 
abortions, expressing ‘‘profound 
disappointment”’ over a Supreme Court 
decision which reaffirmed its 1973 ruling 
legalizing abortion. “‘The issue must be 
resolved by our democratic process,’’ Reagan 
said. He cited Justice Sandra Day O’Connor’s 
dissent, which said the legislature is the 
appropriate forum for resolving the issue. 

‘MAJOR DEFEAT’ — The U.S. Supreme 
Court June 15 struck down provisions of an 
Akron, Ohio, ordinance which attempted to 
regulate abortions within the parameters of the 
high court’s abortion rulings. In a major 
defeat for the pro-life movement, the court in a 
6-3 decision struck down Akron’s 
requirements that abortions after the first 
trimester must be performed in hospitals, that 
women seeking abortions must be informed by 
their physicians of the development of the fetus 
and the complications that could arise from an 
abortion, and that a 24-hour waiting period 
take place before the abortion is performed.

DEREGULATED — The U.S. Senate 
approved a major cable TV deregulation bill, 
voting 87-9 on a compromise measure that 
limits but: does not entirely remove the 
authority of cities to control local cable TV 
businesses. Passage of the bill came shortly 
after the chairman of the U.S. Catholic 

Conference’s Communications Committee, 

Bishop R. Pierre DeMaine of San Jose, Calif., 

wrote President Reagan to criticize efforts to 


’ remove local governments’ authority over 


cable TV operations. 


FREE ZONE — Ireland should become a 
nuclear-weapons-free zone and freeze its 
current level of arms production, according to 
recommendations by the Irish Commission for 
Justice and Peace, an agency of the Irish 
Catholic bishops. The recommendations were 
made in a 73-page booklet, ‘‘Disarmament and 
Development — the Vital Links,’’ published in 
June by the commission. The commission also 
favors diverting much of the world’s arms 
expenditures to development projects in Third 
World countries. 

ASYLUM — The United States should 
grant ‘‘extended voluntary departure,’’ a form 
of indefinite asylum, to refugees from El 
Salvador, Msgr. Daniel F. Hoye, general 
secretary of the U.S. Catholic Conference, 
told Secretary of State George P. Schultz. 
Msgr. Hoye noted that two congressional 
committees have also expressed support for 
granting Salvadorans the status, possible 
under provisions of the Immigration and 
Nationality Act. : 


PROTEST — Catholic members of the 
Junior League have begun a protest against 
the local chapter’s decision to support a 
planned women’s resource center which will 
distribute information about abortion. The 
protest, in response to a call for action by 
Bishop Eusebius J. Beltran of Tulsa, is led by a 
woman who served as treasurer of the 
women’s volunteer group before resigning in 
protest in May. 

DIALOGUE — Justification, ecclesiology 
(the understanding of what the church is) and 
moral questions will probably be the ‘first 
issues considered at the new international 
Catholic-Anglican dialogue, planned for 
Venice, Italy, Aug. 3-Sept. 6.

great promise in this kid. 
Mike is a tough one: a long 
history of casual, vicious, 
amoral violence. In his /ast 
placement, Mike crept into 
a kid’s room late at night 
and smashed him with a baseball bat while he was asleep. 
According to Mike, who explained it to me with an air of 
wounded innocence, the kid provoked it. He was just get- 
ting even. That is very important to Mike, getting even— 
and getting over. That's even more important. 


With an 1.Q. of 130, he’s one of the brightest kids in Cove- 
nant House. Handsome, muscular, sharp, skilled, 
manipulative, as rigid as a bar of steel, Mikehas almost no 
self understanding and even less insight into human 
relationships. Words like trust, faith, caring, just make his 
eyes glaze. A dozen psychiatrists have had a go at him— 
their evaluations mixed but uniformly bad. The written 
reports always end with the chilling comment, prognosis: 
poor. Translations: Mike’s not going to make it. The human 
reality is that Mike will probably spend most of his life in 
jail after he is caught for killing somebody. 


He's been “placed” in ten different institutions before he 


came to Covenant House—and rejected by a dozen others’ 


as “inappropriate.” Nobody knows what to do about or for 
a very bright strong hurting dangerous youngster who, as 
a child, was terribly abused by a sick mother. 


We told Mike he could stay on certain conditions: to 
begin with, that he keep the rules. He had to. It was either 
that or a jail cell. We were pretty hard-nosed about it. You 
have the power, man, was all he said. His daily counseling 
sessions didn't go well at all. They almost invariably ended 
with Mike becoming enraged and stomping out of the of- 
fice. He always said goodbye. . 


Mike’s favorite books are The Godfather and The Exor- 
cist. He believes in and fears the devil: he denies and

smart enough, more power to him! Everybody does it. 
Everybody’s like that.

Truck stop is stopped...

A proposed truck stop just one block 
from St. Jude Academy is apparently 
dead, due in large part to the efforts of 
many South East San Diego residents and 
the leadership of Father Jerry Sims, 
pastor of St. Jude Shrine. 


A clean-up on the 65-acre site, followed 


by a small celebration last Saturday, 


marked the victory, which showed the 
community that ‘‘divide-and-conquer”’ 
tactics on the part of outsiders don’t have 
to succeed, said Father Sims. 


THE PLANS for the stop, proposed 
for 25 of the 65— state‘owned acres 
adjacent to Interstate 5, came to light last 
winter. A 150-room motel, 18 gas lanes, 
and 1,000-truck-a-day éraffic, some of it 
with potentially hazardous cargo, would 
have adversely affected the community in 
general and St. Jude Academy in 
particular, community leaders charged. 


A February meeting in St. Jude’s 
parish hall: led to the formation of the 
Southcrest Organizing Committee, of 
which Father Sims and Rich Juarez, a 
parishioner, were members. Meetings 
with local government officials and 
officers of American Journey 
Corporation, the developer, finally 
resulted in getting the facility moved to 
another site. 


In its stead, said Father Sims, there is 
now a possibility that a much-needed 
shopping plaza could be built on the same 
site. The community itself, lower income 


with many blacks and Hispanics, had 
rejected the the truck stop, even though 
its many jobs were needed, in favor of 
surviving as a community, and a major 
shopping center would be a step in that 
direction, added Father Sims. 


THE 65-acre site was originally 
cleared by the state for a link-up between 
Interstates 5 and 805. The connecting 
highway was never built, but the 
community and St. Jude’s parish were 
done great damage as homes were 
demolished and replaced with nothing but 


empty space and weeds, noted Father 
ay: /Sims. 


Residents hope to turn at least part of 
the land into a park, and the weekend 
cleanup was a stép in that direction. 
‘‘CalTrans hasn’t given us permission, 
but they havén’t said ‘no,’’’ added 


- Father Sims. The 252 Freeway, as the 


road would be known if it is ever built, is 
still a possibility, although the issue is now 
in the courts. 


Although Father Sims shared the 
concern of many local residents that the 
truck stop would lead to the 
industrialization of their community by 
outside interests, an added worry for the 
priest was the survival of St: Jude 
Academy itself. Test scores are 
significantly affected by adverse 
environmental factors like noise and other 
pollution, he said. 


IF PEOPLE are willing to stand up 
and fight for their rights, they can make a

‘Avoid the herd mentality’ 


restricting the availability of abortion 
heightened the priest’s feeling ‘“‘that- a 
moral person can’t live in a herd, even if 
the Supreme Court says it’s o.k.”’ 


HE IS upset with the U.S. abortion 
rate of 4,000 each day. ‘“That’s life that 
God is giving us and we’re throwing it 
away,” he said. 

‘‘Whether you agree with me is 
secondary — I have to be willing to be 
who I am,’”’ Father Manning noted. He 
admitted a personal reluctance to say or 
do things that may offend people, but 
admitted change doesn’t come about in 
his life unless he risks rejection. 


The priest’s first talk was a 
psychological’ review of himself, but 
several persons in the audience admitted 
they were amazed to discover they share 
many ‘of the same ideas, fears and 
inclinations. :

parishioner of St. Peter Church in 
Fallbrook, was surprised to discover “‘that 
he was able to talk about his problems and 
his problems are the same as mine.”’ 


‘I’m totally captivated,’’ one young 
man said to Father Manning during the 
question and answer period. 


The group was warned about 
rationalizing when the priest quoted St. 
Thomas Aquinas who said. ‘‘In 
everything I do, there is a good motive. 
The Riverside priest admitted he is a 
good rationalizer and said, ‘‘If you want 
something bad enough, you are going to 
find something good in it.”’ 


ABORTION, masturbation and living 
with someone outside of marriage can all 
be rationalized, he said. ‘‘And we’re 


continuing in iramorality and coming SUP. 


with a good.’’ 


difference in the outcome, said Father 
Sims. The battle against the truck stop 
united blacks and Hispanics in a common 
concern, he noted, and in working 
together as a community, they were able 


to overcome what might have divided 


them. 


The poor have traditionally been 
victimized by ‘‘divide-and-conquer’’ 
tactics in the hands of politcians and 
vested interests, said Father Sims. ““They 
are so busy fighting each other that they 
didn’t. realize they have a common 
concern. When one segment of the 
population is opposed to another, both 
are taken advantage of.”’ 


If the past few months haven’t unified 
the community, said Father Sims, then at 


least ‘‘we’re going in that direction. A lot 
of people of all ethnic groups are thinking 
along these lines because of it.’’ 


NEITHER DOES Father Sims 
discount the power of prayer in helping to 
save the community. “It was the 
intention in my Masses. I’m sure the 
people were praying, and the Sisters 
asked the children to pray....”’ 


Both American Journey Corporation 
and CalTrans “‘were sort of trapped’’ 
into first choosing the site near St. Jude’s 
for the truck stop, feels Father Sims. 
“The Southeast Economic Development 
Corporation pushed this land on them 
and ignored the feelings of the 
community. It was heavy-handed, and no 
one on the (SEDC) board lives here,’’ he 
said.

There is something compulsive about us Americans — 
particularly those of us who grew up in homes where the 
work ethic was so strong. We feel the only valuable 
undertaking is work. 


Even our leisure becomes work since we feel we must be 
doing every minute. 


Unless we are busy, unless we have projects, unless we 
can see visible results from our efforts, we feel useless and, 
therefore, unworthy. 


It is not an easy lesson to learn, I assure you, but I.am 
slowly beginning to recognize that there is a usefulness to 
uselessness. 


Since we are approaching a hopefully beautiful southern 
California summer, I would like to suggest that we use this 
season to reflect on this compulsiveness that characterizes 
so many of us — that we learn how to relax, to do nothing, 
and not feel guilty about it. 


Many people work as hard at relaxing as they do at 
making a living. Leisure involves traveling miles in heavy 
traffic and carrying all the distractions of daily life. 


Many people, even on a holiday weekend, think of 
relaxing as filling every minute with socializing or catching 
up with neglected projects. They simply cannot 
comfortably do nothing. 


The trouble with that compulsive orientation is that one 
never reaches a point where all the things that need doing 
are done and there is nothing left to do. Compulsive people 
are terrified at the thought of having nothing to do. 


I have a good friend who is a delightful hostess but she 
refuses to sit down more than a moment while there are 
guests in the house. She is so busy doing her ‘‘Martha’’ 
that others are made uncomfortable doing their ‘‘Mary.”’ 

I think we need to positively develop the ability to relax, 
to learn the joys of stillness. There is a humorous saying 
about the need to be happy while not being useful: ““Don’t 
just do something; stand there.”’ 


In Freedom of Simplicity, Richard Foster talks about the 
cycles of life. Scripture says ‘‘there is a time for every 
purpose under heaven.’’ 

If we really believe that, why cannot we go with the flow 
of time, the cycles of life? Why can we not be more 
content? 

How many human beings do you suppose are truly 
content with their lives? We all want to be younger or 
older, thinner, better looking, wealthier. We often 
compare ourselves unfavorably with others rather than 
praising and thanking God for what He gives us. 

What compulsion pulls us away from contentment into a 
wish for more, bigger, better? How many of us have to 
have a life-shattering experience to begin to appreciate the 
worth and the beauty of what we are and what we have? 


‘Wanting always to be busy can leave us always 


frustrated, always envious, never at peace. 

As summer approaches, I hope we can all let go of the 
franticness of our lives — that we can simply let go of the 
compulsion to do, to achieve, to acquire. 

Eleanor Roosevelt, a woman I admire almost endlessly, 
once said, ‘‘Learn to use a perfectly useless day ina 
perfectly useless way.”’ 

Like many of her ‘‘teachings,’’ it is not easy to learn. 
But try — and have a happy summer.

‘Surrender to the cross’ 


WARSAW, Poland (NC) — In his first major speech in 
Poland Pope John Paul II warned June 16 of human rights 
violations and said his people are sharing in Christ’s crucifixion. 


He strongly, if obliquely, referred to the martial law repression 
of rights and imprisonment of dissidents as he delivered a homily 
on the cross and the redemption in Warsaw’s Catholic cathedral. 


‘‘Together with all my compatriots — especially with those 
who are most acutely tasting the bitterness of disappointment, 
humiliation, suffering, of being deprived of their freedom, of 
being wronged, of having their dignity trampled upon — I stand 
beneath the cross of Christ,’’ he declared. 


In the church where Poland’s former primate, Cardinal Stefan 
Wyszynski, is buried, the pope also indicated that he would have 
come to the cardinal’s funeral in 1981 if he had not been 
hospitalized by an assassination attempt at the time. 


He evoked the former primate as an example of strength and 
service to-the Polish nation ‘‘in the midst of the trials and 
experiences of history.’’ Quoting from the cardinal’s Notes from 
Prison the pope recalled the period in the 1950s when Cardinal 
Wyszynski was imprisoned by Communist authorities. 


Pope John Paul quoted from the late primate’s prison notes to 
exhort the people to face their current sufferings with a spirit of 
Christian courage that transforms the death of the cross into 
victory. 

“All your paths are justice and truth,’’ he quoted from a 
prison prayer by the cardinal. ‘‘Sorrow is transformed into 
grateful love. Punishment ceases to be a penalty, because it is a 
medicine, offered with fatherly solicitude.”’ 

Pope John Paul called Cardinal Wyszynski a man who “‘found 
his own spiritual freedom’’ in suffering and imprisonment 
through his surrender to the cross.

Commission in cooperation with the 
University of San Diego...invites you to a Diocesan-wide Day of 
Dialogue on the American Catholic Bishops’ Pastoral Letter on 
War and Peace.’’ Listing the time, date, place and program, 
twice more was repeated the word ‘“‘dialogue.”’ 


How appropriate, I thought. For me ‘‘dialogue’’ means an 
exchange of viewpoints, a sincere and honest sharing with 
another(s) personal insights, ideas, reflections and an 
opportunity to clarify the concepts behind the words being used. 
It also, for me,’ means that no one is trying to “‘win an 
argument’’ or ‘‘prove a point”’ but that there is an exchange of 
ideas with a genuine desire and effort on 3 Pert of each to really 
hear what is being said. 


Because the vast majority of us are not experts in the use of 
language, the spoken and/or written word is not the easiest form 
of communication. Our words convey different ideas to different 
people. We are never quite sure we are understood the way we 
think we are. (Just read Letter to the Editor sections of our 
newspapers and magazines!) 

Besides the language ‘barrier,’ we interpret what is being said 
in the light of our own experiences (and inexperiences), our own 
biases.and prejudices, even how we are feeling — what ‘‘mood”’ 


- we’re in — at the time we hear or read something. Often times, 


too, we are distracted and miss key words and/or phrases. 


The more we dialogue — especially with those who disagree 
with us — the more chance we have of arriving at the truth. We. 
will broaden our own views, ideas, understanding. We will 
discover that no one has a ‘corner on the truth,’ and each ane has 
something to contribute. We will discover that such dialoging 
will aid us in clarifying our own thoughts, ideas, perceptions. We 


will grow in the tolerance, compassion and reverence that Jesus . 


constantly modeled for us! 


I am delighted that the bishops of the United Sones are urging 
all of us to dialogue on the vital issue of war and peace.

It is unfortunate that religion and things religious 
attract extremism and emotionalism so that tentative, 
questing souls are made uneasy and turn away in fear that 
this kind of response might be expected of them or that 
they may somehow become tainted by association. It is 
not only religion, of course, that exerts this attraction. 
Anything that calls on belief and commitment, whether it 
be politics or patriotism, family ties or nationalism or 
some set of ideals, seems to trigger what we call a ‘‘way 
out”’ response in some people. 


What is unfortunate when this happens in religion is 
that it can turn a person away from something he or she 
desperately needs and have them recoil in distaste when 
they might be opening themselves in trust and so finding 
the true freedom that lies in faith and community. It 
doesn’t seem to matter whether one’s persuasion is 
conservative and traditional or liberal and progressive, 
there is always the tendency to allow passion or the desire 
to command attention to push one just that much too far 
out. 


DISCUSSION GROUPS and small parish prayer 
groups which are the spin-off effects of most encounter 
‘movements and renewal programs — and indeed, should 
form the basis of parish spiritual life — have enormous 
potential for this kind of abuse. Sooner or later, someone 
will feel the urge to give vent to impassioned and often 
angry defense of their ideas or dissolve into an ocean of 
inappropriate emotionalism that comes close to hysteria. 


Ins and Outs

Why do we do this? Is-it nervousness or a desire to 
attract attention? Sometimes, in prayer groups, there 
seems to be a kind of spiritual competitiveness. If the 
persons and situations for which you are asking prayer 
seem more dramatic and tragic then I may play mine to 
the hilt for greater impact next week! If you share an 
incident where God’s grace has wrought a change in your 
life, I may find one to surpass that in the near future! If 
you receive a gift of wisdom and special awareness, I will 
have my own of tongues or tears or what have you!. 


There is great value in sharing what God has done for 
us and in us, but only if we remember that there is no 
credit in it for us, only for Him. God does-not gift us 
because we are worthy or holier than anyone else. He gifts 
us with His graces because we are in need of them and 
because we are not — alas — holy or worthy. The idea of 
spiritual elitism is a very human concept arising from a 
very human failing. 


WHEN WE READ the lives of saints we have the 
tendency to dwell on the sanctity of the saint rather than 
on the way in which God has manifested Himself in his or 
her life. We glorify the goodness of the person rather than 
the goodness of God. We need our heroes, we say, but 
would we, if we really understood God and His 
extraordinary love and generosity towards-us — all of us? 
Would we need to look anywhere but at Him? 


Anything you can do... 


And if we were truly looking at Him or at least towards 
Him, would we so readily fall prey to the temptations to 
self-assertion and self-exaltation? In religious or scriptural 
discussions and in prayer — if nowhere else — we can 
afford to moderate our feelings for the benefit of others 
before our own and rejoice in the goodness God has 
shown them. We can share their griefs and worries and 
pray with them in a faint reflection of His generosity, or 
allow them to surpass us in one way or another. 


Perhaps we take recourse to extremes when we feel 
ourselves threatened in some way. Perhaps it is a kind of 
fear that drives us beyond our control. Certainly it is 
neither God nor the Holy Spirit. One of the lessons St. 
Paul gives in his letter to the Corinthians is that all 
blessings are within our control, nothing is imposed upon 
us without involving our will. So if we are immoderate or 
our responses are inappropriate, we only have ourselves 
to blame. 


WITH THE RENEW process due to start in our 
diocese in a few months, it is not too soon to start praying 
for thoughtfulness and humility when we take part in our 
parish discussion and prayer groups — as long as we 
remember that it is not humility to think ourselves neither 
better nor holier than the next person, nor our opinions of 
no greater value than theirs. It is simply the truth! 


Theology and skills 


In the late 60s rush to make “‘pastoral’’ the hallmark of 


the new priest, proponents of revised seminary education 


insisted that experience was all. Training should 
concentrate on skills, practices, task performances. In 


time the previous eight semesters of academic subjects - 


were cut down to seven; even the seven semesters 
included a number of courses not strictly devoted to 
academics, The time gained was to be spent off campus in 
internship programs at parishes, institutions, etc. 


Quietly, almost apologetically, the mood has been 


reversed. One seminary after another is proposing a 
return to eight semesters of almost exclusively academic 
subjects: theology, Church history, morals, homiletics 
and others. Some seminaries say they will not even 
propose a man for ordination as a transitional deacon 
until he has completed eight academic semesters. 


Moral Perspectives

WHY THIS turnaround? There may be many 
reasons, but in part it can go back to the question of basic 
literacy. The future priesthood student over these past 15 


years knew what to do, for example, how to comfort and 


counsel in grief situations. But the theology behind it, the 
way the Gospel is related to human grief, the long 
tradition and principles of the Church in spiritual 
direction, in moral standards may not have been taught 
thoroughly enough in the shorter times of learning 
courses at the seminary. 


The seminary was not to blame. Students came to the 
seminary from the colleges of the late 60s and 70s. They 
were exposed to what is now publicly perceived in general 
as mediocre education. Some who came to the seminary 
could not write simple declarative sentences, nor could 
they spell. Charged with the task of making their thoughts 


Nuclear morality — 


John Paul II insisted in Redemptor Hominis that the 
primacy of ethics must be restored over that of technology 
(III:15). War and the threat of war have been a tragic part 
of human history since the day Cain slew Abel. Since the 
first mushroom cloud rose over Hiroshima in 1945, this 
threat has taken on wholly different dimensions. 


Because of the crucial moral dimension of this question, 
the Roman Catholic Church in the U.S. has entered into 
this debate. 


IN ONE SENSE, however, we must recall that the 
Catholic Church’s direct conversation on these questions 
is not wholly new. : 


The Second Vatican Council spoke of the immorality of 
war; and especially since the Vietnam War, there has 
been a marked growth of pacifist sponge within the 
Roman Catholic Church. 


Both Vatican Council II and the American bishops 
have provided official support for this development in 
their teaching that conscientious objection is both a 
legitimate and commendable option for Church 
members. 


AT THE SAME time — and this remains central in 
the debate — Church teachings have affirmed that the 
self-defense of people is morally justified provided it is 
conducted within the stringent /imits established by the 


just war theory. 


We must here note the moral tension: 


(1) AN INDIVIDUAL Christian can espouse a defense 
war within the limits of the just war theory; and 


(2) AN INDIVIDUAL Christian can reject all forms of 
war, defensive war included. 


There are some moralists (see D. Hollenbach, Nuclear 


Weapons and Nuclear War: The Shape of the Catholic - 


Debate, ’’) who teach that both of these postures — the just 
war and the pacifist positions — uphold an essential but 
partial element of the total Gospel proclamation and thus 
must both positions be listened to. 


The pacifist ethic of nonviolence responds to the 
question of how Christians can best witness to Jesus’ 
teachings on love of enemy, and to the nonresistent, self- 
sacrificial love embodied in the crucifixion. 


ON THE OTHER hand, the just war ethic responds to 
the question of how Christians should actively and 
effectively pursue justice in a world touched by sin and 


_ conflict. 


Hollenbach thus asserts that both pacifism and just war 
theories represent different paths to the same‘ goal: peace 
and justice (one sees this affirmation present in the U.S. 
Bishops’ second draft on War and peace). 


clearly known, they had not been exposed enough to the 
knowledge and skills to.do that. The seminary, having its 
own curricula to complete, could not devote much time to 
making up the deficiencies. 


Is it the case then, that someone has recognized the 


seminary student may have been short-changed? The ° 


conviction may be that the seminary courses should 
prepare a man in, the knowledge of Scripture, the ability 
to handle theology, to explain to people the principles. on 
which morality is based, to have a genuine competency in 
what are called ‘‘the theological sciences.’’ The pastoral 
dimension must not be overlooked. But newer proposals 
may be based on the knowledge that when a man has 
sufficient knowledge of the ‘‘theological sciences,’’ in 
addition to knowing what he is supposed to do, his actions 
may be more professional, that is, truly pastoral. 


We need to see clearly how both of these postures have 
similar assumptions. 


First: The just war theory states that the use of 
violence should be presumed to be incompatible with 
Christian social ethics: thus’ the /imits set forth in the 
theory itself (e.g., proportionality and discrimination). 


THE MORAL question arises for the just war theorist, 
then, of whether or not military and political realities of 
‘the nuclear age make all use of nuclear weapons 
incompatible with Christian conscience. 


Second: The ethic of nonviolence also rests on the firm 
conviction that the pursuit of justice is a true Christian 
obligation. 


It is not an ethic of passivity but one of active struggle 
for justice and peace. 


A PASSIVE acquiescence in injustice is presumed to be 
incompatible with Christian responsibility: in pacifist 
theology. 


Just war thinking, then, never conipletely replaced 
earlier pacifist postures in Christian theology of war and 
peace. 

Both the pacifist tradition’s commitment to 
nonviolence as the way to justice and peace and the just 
war tradition’s commitment to justice as the way to peace 
are therefore partial embodiments of the memory and 
hope which are the bases of Christian faith and love. 
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opting for a more advanced level of 
reception of the sacrament, notes Msgr. 


Murray, the new diocesan policy 
acknowledges that ‘‘we do not encourage 
teenage marriages, or ordination, 


precisely because these sacraments have 
enduring effects, while the teenager is 
notoriously unstable. Few at that age are 
capable of making a lasting  self- 
dedication. Fewer still can do so before 
reaching adolescence.’ 


BUT THERE is also a tension here 
with a model which views confirmation 

‘fas a sacrament of the sealing of the. 
Holy Spirit, not a gimmick to keep kids i me 
CCD classes for another year or two,”’ 
said Msgr. Murray. ‘‘Thus confirmation 
may be given at any age, if you develop a 
theology for it.”

WHILE HE in no way minimizes the 
true sacramental nature of confirmation 
as a_ sealing with the Holy Spirit, 
confirmation at St. Therese at that time 


was normally administered to the fifth- 


graders. He gradually pushed it back to 
the eighth grade, which is now the current 
practice in the diocese. 


Under the new policy to become 
effective starting a year from this 
September, all the parishes will observe 
the ‘‘normative’’ age 15 or 16.

The thrust of the new diocesan 
guidelines seems to approach the 
sacrament in terms of maturity. A Priests’ 
Council policy statement views the more 
advanced age not in terms of ‘‘depriving 
(someone) of a sacramental grace by 
deferring the sacrament, but whether we 
are depriving the Church of truly and 
effective witnesses by conferring it too 
early.”’ 

IN THIS way, says the statement, 
confirmation will ‘‘increase the 
likelihood’ that young ‘“‘committed 
Christians truly sealed in the Holy 
Spirit’? will be fully involved in the 
Church. 


And, it concludes, ‘‘we will diminish 


_ the likelihood that confirmation will be for 
many a ‘graduation’ from rather than into 
the Church, with parents and pastors 


alike sighing with relief that they were 
able to ‘get them before they got away.’ fe

His 
parishioners sing along to cassette tapes of 
Spanish-language songs employing 
mariachi arrangements, Gregorian 
melodies with Spanish or Latin lyrics, 
guitar or organ tunes or Father Lorenz 
himself singing a cappella. 

“THIS IS my choir, a little tape 
recorder,’’ Father Lorenz said, adding, 
“TI know professional liturgists might not 
approve, but honestly, this is the only way 
people will respond.’’ When the priest 
moved to the parish last August there 
were no established musical groups. 

“Tm a musician. I love music. 
Personally, I like Gregorian (chants), no 
matter what language they are sung in,”

‘‘Whenever Catholicism has broad 
authority over the people, the people have 
been led into ignorance, superstition and 
sin,’’ he said.

He has definite ideas about proper 
Church music. ‘‘To me, the instruments 
should not give us a concert, just a tone”’ 
to help keep people on key. Two guitars, 
a mandolin and a bass guitar ‘‘would be 
perfect,’’ he said. : 

‘SPANISH PEOPLE don’t like rock 
’n’ roll in the church,’’ Father Lorenz 
said. They prefer soft guitars. ““They 
don’t like this ‘folk’...it’s too much. Not 
only Spanish people, but serious people 
don’t like it. Mass is worship. It’s 
serious,’’ he added. 

Jesus and Estela Michel and their son, 
Hector, lead a musical group at San 
Ysidro’s Our Lady of Mount Carmel 
Church at the noon and 1 p.m. Sunday 


. Masses. 


They play ‘“‘popular’’ or “‘ranchero’’ 
style Mexican music, and mostly old 
standards at that, including Adios Riena, 
El Vinador and El Peregrinode. Mr. 
Michel learned the songs in southern 
Mexico, but ‘‘Many of them are used on 
both sides’’ of the border, he said. 

HIS GROUP does not need to pass out 
songbooks. Participation is healthy, Mrs. 
Michel said, ‘‘because it’s a long time 
that people have heard the songs.”’ 

Several modified mariachi groups play 
at Our Lady of Guadalupe Church in San 
Diego. El Grupo Mision, a mariachi band 
minus the trumpet, performs at the 7:30 
p.m. Sunday Mass. Trumpet is “‘a little 


bit too much for Mass,’’ Frank Villalba, a: 


group member, said. 


A subdued form of mariachi music is 
suitable for worship, Villalba said, 
because ‘‘it makes (parishioners) want to 
participate because these are songs we put 
together so they can sing along. They are 
soft songs, slow songs. It brings a lot more 
Spanish people to Mass. It’s like a folk 
Mass.”’ 

THE ‘‘TROUBADORS’’ who play 
and sing at Our Lady of Guadalupe’s 
Sunday noon Mass perform The Pan 
American Mass. Frank Pena, leader: of 
Los Aventurers, heard the mariachi Mass 
on record and wrote an arrangement of it 
for guitars only. 

“T tried to make it feel as religious as 
possible. People will read and sing with us 
the way we play,’’ Pena said. 

The music at the Spanish Masses at 
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BIG SOUND — This group from St. Jude Church is typical of many at Spanish- 


language Masses where a few singers and a couple of guitarists lead an entire 


congregation. 


Our Lady of Angels Church breaks down 
into two definite groups, Ruth Marie 
Barreda, director of catechetical ministry, 
said. 


THE 11 a.m. folk Mass is filled with 
‘*typical Spanish music written in Mexico 
or Columbia.’’ The congregation also 
sings “‘liberation’’ music — introduced to 
the parish about six years ago by Sister 
Rosa Marta Zarate and Father Frank 
Ponce. Liberation music ‘‘speaks to the 
needs of the people,’’ she noted. 


She described the music at the 6 p.m. 
Mass as ‘‘pre-Vatican II.’’ Older, 
conservative songs such as Bendito, 
Bendito are standards at the evening 
Mass. . 


All music at Our Lady of Guadalupe 
Church in El Centro is led by guitars. 
Father Aldasoro’s congregation sings old 
standards like Altisimo Senor, but 90 
percent of their material is ‘‘modern’’

“THE MUSIC is a little bit lighter 
than the older ones. The new ones are a 
bit faster, too,’’ the priest said. Newer 
Spanish songs are ‘“‘more human.”’ 
Traditional hymns focused on ‘“‘the 
abstract,’’ and the new songs look at ‘‘the 
human aspect of religion.” 
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Franciscan Father Rene Juarez, the 
diocesan director of Spanish-speaking 
affairs, said Vatican II gave Hispanics ‘‘a 
chance to develop our own ideas within 
the liturgy.’’ One problem is that the 
development in San Diego is not 
coordinated, he said. 


‘‘The problem is there is no director of 
Hispanic liturgy, and that is very badly 
needed in the diocese,’’ Father Juarez 
said. There are 44 parishes with Spanish 
Masses, and most of those have music 
programs, but there is little inter-parish 
contact. 


‘“‘BECAUSE OF this, people do 
whatever they think is good. I think we 
need someone coordinating the 
liturgies,’’ Father Juarez noted. 


Any kind of music can be used in 
Spanish Masses as long as ‘“‘it helps 
people feel a part of the Church...The key 
is getting people to participate in. the 
liturgy,” he said. pipes 2 :

WASHINGTON (NC) — The Supreme Court’s 
abortion ruling June 15 in a series of cases from Missouri, 
Virginia and Akron, Ohio, was the latest in a string of 
major high court decisions on abortion beginning in 1973. 
Following is a chronology of those rulings: 


@ Jan. 22, 1973: In two landmark rulings, Roe vs. 
Wade and Doe vs. Bolton, both on a 7-2 vote, the court 
legalizes abortion. In Roe it says the ‘‘right to privacy”’ 
includes the ‘‘right’’? of a woman to terminate her 
pregnancy. In Doe it says that since the state may not 
interfere, during the first three months of pregnancy, with 
the abortion decision of a woman and her physician, it is 
unconstitutional to require all abortions to be performed 


in hospitals. 


© July 1, 1976: In three cases, chief of which are - 


Planned Parenthood vs. Danforth and Bellotti vs. Baird, 
the court says that, since a woman’s “‘right’’ to an 
abortion is fundamental, neither her parents (if she is a 
minor) nor her husband (if she is married) can veto her 
decision to obtain an abortion. 


@ June 20, 1977: The court decides three more cases, . 


this time dealing with public funding of abortions. On 6-3 
votes it rules, primarily in Maher vs. Roe, that its 
abortion precedents do not require states to pay for non- 
therapeutic abortions and do not require public hospitals 
to perform abortions.

abortions could be performed on unmarried minors, and 
that a 24-hour waiting period take place before the 
abortion is performed. 


IT ALSO struck down a similar Missouri law 
requiring abortions after 12 weeks of pregnancy to be 
performed in hospitals; upheld a Missouri law requiring 


the presence of a second physician during abortions ~ 


performed after viability; upheld another Missouri law 
requiring a pathology report for each abortion performed, 
and upheld the conviction of a Virginia obstetrician- 
gynecologist for violating a state law requiring second- 
trimester abortions to be performed in a hospital or 
licensed clinic. 


In addition, the court said ‘‘we...reaffirm Roe v. 
Wade,’’ the 1973 decision overturning most state 
restrictions on abortion. 


A dissenting opinion, written by Justice Sandra Day 
O’Connor, was joined by Justices Byron R. White and 
William H. Rehnquist. 


**T LOOK forward to a careful reading of the minority 
opinion of the court which seems to recognize the 
damaging effects which abortion has, not only upon the 
unborn child and mother, but also upon the relationships 
within the immediate and extended family of the 
victims,’’ Cardinal Cooke stated. 


‘‘When our most basic institutions condone such 
violent disregard for life and for family rights, and when 
the God-given talents and gifts of so many millions are 
callously eliminated before birth, the value‘and nobility of 
every human life and every human family are dealt a 
lethal blow. As we work for peace in our homes, our 
communities and among our nations, we must be 
everywhere aware that if we wish peace, we must defend 
lites? 


Father Bryce found ‘‘some consolation in Justice 
O’Connor’s dissenting opinions, which show 
considerably more concern for the health of women and 
the interests of unborn children than do the majority 
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opinions of the court.’’ Father Bryce said the dissenting 


justices recognized ‘‘a compelling state interest in- 


protecting the unborn throughout the term of 
pregnancy.” = 

BUT, IN the majority ruling, ‘‘the ‘constitutional 
right to obtain an abortion’ has been used to override 
regulations designed to protect the life and health of 
women undergoing abortions, as well as provisions 
designed to prevent exploitation of these women by 
insuring informed consent,’’ he added. 


Both pro-life officials said congressional action to 
outlaw abortion is crucial. : 


The decision ‘‘provides people of every faith and 
background with a new incentive to unite in an urgent 
and ongoing plea to their elected representatives in 
Congress to remedy this evil in our land by a 
constitutional amendment which will guarantee the right 
to live to all in the human family, especially to the most 
helpless — the unborn,’’ said Cardinal Cooke. 

“THE RULINGS provide confirmation that a 
constitutional amendment is necessary to deny a 
constitutional ‘right’ of abortion and allow protection for 
the unborn,”’ said Father Bryce. 
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Judicial litany: Decade of war against the innocent — 


e Jan. 9, 1979: In Colautti vs. Franklin the court 
strikes down as ‘overly vague’’ a Pennsylvania law 
requiring physicians to use care and diligence to preserve 
the life and health of the fetus at the time of an abortion. 
The vote is 6-3. 

© July 2, 1979: In a second Bellotti vs. Baird decision 
the court on an 8-1 vote strikes down a Massachusetts law 
requiring the consent of first a parent or then a judge 
before an unmarried minor can obtain an abortion. Four 


justices say the minor should be able to bypass her parents _, 


and go directly to a judge for permission for the abortion, 
while four other justices say even a judge should not have 
the authority to deny an abortion request of a minor. 


@ June 30, 1980: The court, in one of the most 
important cases since the 1973 decision, upholds the 
constitutionality of the Hyde amendment denying federal 
funding of abortions. Though women have the ‘‘right’’ to 
abortion, the court rules 5-4 in Harris vs. McRae, that 
“‘right’’ does not bring with it an entitlement to funds for 
the abortion itself. 


© March 23, 1981: The court upholds a Utah law 


requiring parental notification when an ‘‘immature, ' 
dependent minor’’ seeks an abortion. Voting 6-3 in H.L. . 


vs.- Matheson, the court draws a distinction between. 
parental consent, which is still unconstitutional, and 
simple notification when the notice: does not give parents 
the right to veto the abortion. 


e June 15, 1983: Ruling in cases from Missouri, 
Virginia and Akron, Ohio, the court strikes down several 
abortion regulations. But the court also upholds a 
Missouri law requiring the presence of a second physician 
during post-viability abortions in case the child is born 
alive. The vote in the main case, City of Akron vs. Akron 
Center for Reproductive Health, is 6-3. 
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Pope goes home: Backs bishops, draws Reds’ ire

CZESTOCHOWA, Poland (NC) — 
Pope John Paul II returned home to 
Poland June 16-23, speaking out in 
strong support of the bishops and urging 
them to continue their active defense of 
human rights in. their Soviet-run 
homeland. 


This put him on a collision course with 
the country’s Communist rulers and drew 
a thinly veiled warning from Moscow, 
which continues to be uneasy with 
developments in its troubled satellite. 


THE POPE, addressing the 85 
bishops of Poland at the monastery of 
Jasna Gora, said that such a mission 
responded to the need of society ‘to hear 
the truth.’’ 


Praised by. the pope was a joint 
statement made by the bishops in May. It 
urged the release of political prisoners, 
the end of martial law restrictions, the 
restoration of personal liberties and the 
rehiring of workers fired because of their 
refusal to sign loyalty oaths ‘to the Polish 
government. 


Such postulates, said the pontiff, 
‘‘correspond to.the deepest requirements 
of the Christian ethos and of the ethos of 
love of the homeland.”’ 


THE POPE urged the bishops to work 
diligently to deepen the sacramental and 
moral life of their people, but indicated 
that this task was inseparable from their 
social mission, which he said was 
‘‘faithful to the spirit of the Gospel and of 
the Second Vatican Council.”’ 


‘‘The Church in Poland,’’ said the 
pope, ‘‘is intimately bound up with the 
life of the nation.”’ 


Polish society has a ‘‘strict right...to all 
the rights which flow from the very nature 
of the human person,”’ the pope said. 


“‘THERE EXISTS the need for 
concern for every man, for the defense of 
every citizen, for protection for every life, 
for preventing injuries, which occur so 
easily in the case of beatings, especially in 
the case of young and weak organisms,”’ 
he added. 


On June 2, Poland’s primate, Cardinal 
Jozef Glemp of Gniezno and Warsaw, 
had spoken out strongly against the death 
of 18-year-old Grzegorz Przemyk, who 
had died of massive internal bleeding 


after he was detained for several hours by. 


police. 

The pontiff also told the bishops that 
‘the social doctrine of the Church and the 
true aspirations of workers do not pass 
alongside each other, but truly meet.”’ 


‘‘The Christian doctrine of work,’’ he 
added, ‘‘postulates both the solidarity of 
workers among themselves and the need 
for honest solidarity with workers.’’ ~ 


SOLIDARITY, the first independent 
trade union in the Soviet bloc, was 
outlawed by the Polish government last 
October. 


The pope had begun his day at 7:30 
a.m. with a period of private prayer in 
front of the revered painting of Our Lady 
of Czestochowa, Poland’s patroness, in a 
small chapel in the basilica on the hill of 
Jasna Gora. 


Then he concelebrated, together with 
members of the hierarchy from Poland 
and several other countries, a Mass 
formally marking the 600th anniversary 
of the arrival of the painting in Poland. 


CONCELEBRATING with the pope 
were more than 150 cardinals, 
archbishops and bishops, including 
Cardinal John .Krol of Philadelphia, 
Archbishop Edmund Szoka of Detroit 
and Auxiliary Bishop Alfred Abramowicz 
of Chicago. The crowd was bunched 
shoulder to shoulder on a. grassy plain 
below the steps of the. majestic basilica. 


All together, three million people 
converged on Czestochowa, a city of 
250,000, for the three open-air Masses 
celebrated under a chilly drizzle during 
the weekend (June 18-19) of the papal 


visit. 

‘ The pope’s homily focused on the 
meaning of human freedom, both interior 
and exterior. He suggested as ‘“‘perhaps 
the most fundamental dimension”’ of the 
anniversary celebration the recognition of 
how often interior human freedom, 
understood as the capacity and desire to 
follow the will of God, had been granted 
to persons by visiting the shrine. 


AS TO exterior freedom he issued a 
veiled admonition to the Soviet Union 
and to the ruling Communist government 
in Poland when he said, ‘“The nation is 
truly free when it can shape itself as a 
community determined by unity of 
culture, language and history.” 


‘The state is firmly sovereign when it 
governs society and also serves the 
common good of society and allows the 
nation to realize its own ‘subjectivity, its 
own identity,’’ he said. 


He told the worshippers that ‘‘the 
fundamental truth about the freedom of 
the nation’”’ is that ‘“‘the nation perishes if 
it deforms its spirit — the nation grows 
when its spirit is even more purified, and 
no external power is able to destroy it.’’ 


‘“WE WISH to invite Christ into the 
future development of the history of our 
homeland,”’ said the pope. 


The pontiff had said consistently that 
the chief reason for his week-long visit to 
his homeland, which began June 16, was 
to satisfy ‘‘the obligation of my heart’’ to 
be with his compatriots on the 600th 
anniversary of the erection of the Jasna 
Gora monastery in 1382 to house the 
Marian painting. 

The pope had planned to visit Poland 
last August, during the actual anniversary 
year, but the trip had to be postponed, 
reportedly because of Communist fears 
that it would spark anti-regime feelings. 
The celebration of the anniversary was 
extended to accommodate the pope’s 
presence 


THE PAINTING has always been 
linked to the assistance given by Mary to 
Poles during periods of oppression. One 
November day in 1655 several thousand 
Swedish soldiers began a siege of the 
monastery. It was defended by 150 
noblemen and 70 monks, led by their 
prior, Father Augustyn Kordecki. 


After 40 days of trying in vain to 
capture Jasna Gora the Swedish soldiers 
withdrew, a fact which spurred the nation 
on to victory against the invading 
Swedes. 


Some years later, the Polish Parliament 
proclaimed Our Lady of Czestochowa as 
Queen of Poland. 


LAST YEAR, despite the restrictions 
of martial law, more than five million 
people visited the shrine. 


The origins of the painting are ill- 
defined as to authorship, time and place. 
One popular legend says that it was 
painted by St. Luke on the table of the 
Holy Family at Nazareth. The painting is 
also known as the ‘‘Black Madonna’’ 
because it has darkened with age. 


In 1430 Hussites from the border 
region of Bohemia attacked the 
monastery and tore out the painting, 
hacking away at it with sabers. But Poles 
restored it and painted on Mary’s right 
cheek two evident smudges in memory of 
the picture’s profanation. 


IN THE afternoon of June 19 at the 
shrine, after a Mass celebrated by 
Cardinal Franciszek Macharski of 
Cracow, the pope officiated at the 
crowning of four paintings of Mary. 


The paintings, brought from different 
parts of Poland, are honored for their 
miraculous powers, because favors have 
been received and miracles granted 
through prayers said before them. 


One painting had been taken into 
many homes of the parish where it is 
located in prayerful preparation for the 
trip to Czestochowa. 


ANOTHER IMAGE was brought 
from Warmia, in the north of Poland, 


and is the painting of Our Lady in front 
of which the deceased Cardinal Stefan 
Wyszynski used to pray during his house 
arrest under the Communists in 1953-54. 


The pope preached a 25-minute homily 
focusing on the role of Mary in the 
redemption of Christ. He noted that, in 
the ritual of crowning, ‘‘first we place the 
crown on the head of the son, Christ, and 
then on the head of Mary.”’ 


Then he did just that, taking small 
metal crowns and affixing them to the two 
figures in each of the paintings. 


THE RITUAL is a traditional one in 
Poland, honoring paintings of Our Lady 
to which special powers’ have been 
attributed. 


The pontiff said that ‘‘different human 
communities experience the maternal 
reign of Mary, which brings near to them 
the reign of Christ.’’ 


‘‘When in a community of the people 
of God, that experience of the reign of 
Mary. reaches, through the faith of 
generations, a particular maturity, then 
there is born a desire to express it by a 
liturgical act,’’ the pope said. 


Pope the focus of pro-Solidarity activity 


WARSAW, Poland (NC)-— Pope 
John Paul II’s June 16-23 pilgrimage in 
Poland quickly became the focal point for 
popular sentiment in favor of the illegal 
Solidarity union. 


Papal events were punctuated with 
banners using the word ‘‘solidarity’’ and 
people often raised their fingers in V-for- 
victory signs, a symbol commonly 
associated with Solidarity. 


AFTER NUMEROUS papal events, 
people began marching with Solidarity 
posters in anti-government protests. On 
the evening of June 16, the pope’s first 
day in Poland, 50,000 people marched 
past the Communist Party headquarters 
in Warsaw chanting, ‘‘Solidarity, 
Solidarity.”’ It was the biggest anti- 
government demonstration since the 
declaration of martial law in December 
1981. 


Simjlar marches took place in several 
other cities on the papal itinerary. 


The trend so disturbed the Communist 
government that it issued a stern warning 
June 19 to Church leaders to curb the 
public displays of support for Solidarity 
and hinted that more demonstrations 
could delay plans to lift the remaining 
martial law restrictions. 


THE WARNING vas issued by Jerzy 
Urban, government spokesman, who said 
the pro-Solidarity displays were an effort 
to inject politics into the religious events. 
He. said, however, that this 
“‘adventurism’’ had failed to win any 
measure of public support. 


‘‘We expect more energetic 
counteraction on the part of Church 
marshals. We count on Church officials 
adhering strictly to the terms of the 
agreement on the visit,’’ said Urban. 


Prior to the pope’s visit Church officials 
and Solidarity leaders had asked that no 
public anti-government demonstrations 
take place during the papal trip.

CLEVELAND (NC) — Being a blind priest is a mixed 
blessing for Father Patrick Nicolino, 25. 


“‘T’m told that what I am doing is very different,’’ said 
Father Nicolino, who was recently ordained a priest in St. 
John Cathedral in Cleveland. “But I’m doing what 
everyone else in my seminary class is doing. People can be 
open and accepting and look at me not as Father Pat 
Nicolino, the blind guy, but just as Father Pat.’ 


FATHER NICOLINO, a native of Akron, Ohio, is 
the first blind priest to be ordained for the Cleveland 
Diocese and the second to be ordained in the United 
States. 


Early in life he decided to become a priest. The 
seminary was ‘‘very open and accepting,’’ Father 
Nicolino said. Although the program was not modified for 
him, a few accommodations were made. For instance, 
Ursuline Sisters in Cleveland taped, the entire Jerome 
Biblical Commentary for him.

I. DEDICACION 


Nuestro Santo Padre el Papa, Juan Pablo II, ha proclamado un aniversario especial 
de la Redencién, un Afio Santo para toda la Iglesia Catdlica, comenzado en la Fiesta de 
la Anunciacién (25 de marzo de 1983) y terminando el domingo de Pascua del préximo 
afio (22 de abril de 1984).

There’s a Victorian era anecdote about 

a country vicar of stern mien and 
righteous character who was invited to a 
gala at the local manor house. The latest 
Parisian fashions were very much in 
evidence, it seems, and the lady of the 
manor, somewhat apprehensive as to how 
the clergyman might be viewing all this, 
turned to him with a tremulous laugh and 
asked, ‘‘Vicar, have you ever in your life 
seen such a sight?’’ 


“‘No, Madam, I haven’t,’’ answered 
the worthy man. ‘‘Not since I was 
weaned.”’ : 


I THOUGHT of the perspicacious 
vicar the other night at a screening of 
Trading Places when, about a third of the 
way through, the female lead, Jamie Lee 
Curtis, casually bared her torso in front of 
Daniel Aykroyd and — _ eventually, 
anyway — millions of moviegoers 
throughout the Free World. Then about 
15 minutes later, she did it again, for the 
benefit, presumably, of anybody who 
happened to be at the popcorn stand the 
first time. 


Now, to be fair, Miss Curtis was 
playing a prostitute, and prostitutes do 
this sort of thing all the time, I 
understand. Miss Curtis herself, 
however, is not a prostitute, and 
reputable directors, including the most 
famous, have had no difficulty in 
effectively conveying what’s needed in 
such an encounter without requiring 
actual on-screen nudity from their 
actresses. On the contrary. 


What a good director would want to 
emphasize here would be the reaction of 
the man, in this case a stuffy young 
WASP suddenly reduced to wretched 
circumstances. The focus, therefore, 
should be upon him and his astounded 
reaction and not upon Miss Curtis and 
our not-so-astounded reaction. We 
should be taken up with its effect upon 
him, and not, ‘willy-nilly, with an 
assessment, however objective, of Miss 
Curtis’s attributes. 

QUESTIONS OF morality aside, 
then, the scesie would have been far more 
effective in terms of the comedy genre to 
which the movie belongs if the actress’s 
nudity had been suggested rather than 
shown. 

Let’s take another movie of an entirely 
different sort, Blue Thunder, whose thin, 
implausible plot is no more than an 
excuse for some spectacular stunts in the 
skies above Los Angeles. As a mindless 
action movie, it’s pretty good 
entertainment. 

Early on, however, two policeman 
hover in their helicopter outside an 
apartment window watching a naked 
young woman performing some exotic 
calisthenics. 

AGAIN, TO be fair, there is a plot 
link. At that very moment a crime is

two enthralled officers incur official 
disfavor. As in Trading Places, however, 
the important element is not what’s being 
looked at but its effect upon the looker. 
And here, too, the director, John Badham 
— or his editor or producer — chose to 
give us a lengthy closeup of the woman 
herself. 


In: both cases, the U.S. Catholic 
Conference was obliged to give an O, 
morally offensive classification. The 
industry rating, moreover, is R. 

In either movie, the simplest sort of 
editing — editing, moreover, that would 
have improved both pictures in terms of 
their respective genres — would have 
gained an A-II, adolescents and adults, 
classification and a PG. Instead we have 
an O and an R. 


GRANTING THAT hip producers 
today don’t care at all about what kind of 
classification the U.S. Catholic 
Conference gives out, why, nonetheless, 
were they willing to incur an R from the 
Motion Picture Association of America? 
An R is supposed to shut out all 
adolescents under 17 who aren’t with a 
parent or guardian, and a restriction like 
this would presumably cut into the very 
audience at whom these two movies are 
primarily directed. 


I think it indicates that the R 
classification has become largely 
meaningless in terms of actually keeping 
any but unescorted toddlers out of movie 
theaters. Just look around at the audience 
the next time you see an R-rated film and 
judge for yourself. 


So if producers have good reason to 
believe that even the youngest of teen- 
agers won’t be held back by an R 
classification, then why not toss a bit of 
sexual exploitation into the mix and 
maybe draw in more kids than you would 
have otherwise? A cynical bit of 
calculation that manifests as little regard 
for basic esthetic considerations as for
